Although hundreds of miles in 
the wilderness for weeks, he was in 
daily receipt of current information 
This was made possible by a line o 
couriers established by Colonel Clark 
and running from Fort Ellis, a telegraph 
station near the Northern Pacific, am 
the Presidential camp, wherever located 
A courier would take big bag, moun 
his horse and ride twenty-five miles on 
a dead gallop. At the end of that dis 
tance a camp was located. Within 
i 


quarter of a mile from the camp th 
horseman would yell like an Indian. I 
was tha signal for the second courier to 
mount his fresh saddle-horse. As th 
first rider reached the camp he threw 
the mail bag to the second man, who 
was off in a flash, not an instant beinj 
occupied in the change, And then, a 
regular distances of twenty-five miles 
the performance was repeated. I hap- 
pened at a couriers' camp while the dis 
patch was expected. On the trail stooc 
a fine bay horse, saddled and bridled 
and eager, apparently, for his long run 
Suddenly upon the air sounded a pierc 
ing shriek, which echoed down the 
mountain gorges like a piteous wail. In 
an instant the courier wan in his saddle 
and a moment later a wenried, foaming 
horse came madly around a bend in the 
road. Then the dispatch bag was thrown 
out, and the soldier dashed away on his 
twenty-five-mils journey. Col. Clark 
told me that there had not been r. fail 
ure in the prompt delivery of tbe Presi 
dent'a mail, and that Mr. Arthur hac 
complimented him upon the excellence 
of the service. I do not see bow he 
could have done otherwise. It wai 
really a remnrkabls piece of work to be 
kept up continuously for thirty days.
